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GRAVE, DIFFICULT DECISION 
No issue in many y ears has so bewildered 
the world’s ordinary citizens as has the 
question of the continued testing of nuclear 
weapons. 
The matter has been made more confus­ 
ing by the fact that it was injected into 
our 19 56 presidential campaign and is at 
all times—but especially now—a major 
item in Russia’s propaganda arsenal. 
If people every where are to understand 
the issue, responsible leaders must strive 
harder than they have to separate it jnto 
its principal parts.

ought to have nothing to do with the ques­ 
tion. To find Democrats and Republicans 
lined up on opposite sides of it would be 
to discover a tragic failure of political re­ 
sponsibility .

POLICE QUALITY 
It u sed to be that the cop on the beat was a 
big, fat fellow, u su ally of Irish extraction, who 
was friendly, good to children, and who had a 
tou gh tinle chasing a pick pock et or what was 
called in those days a second-story man. Today, 
the police of a big city have to deal with crimi­ 
nals who do big bu siness, olten ru nning into hu n­ 
dreds of millions of. dollars. They have to deal 
with hu man beings who have been so cru shed by 
life that they have become psychological and 
sociological problems. The pu nk s and cru mbs who 
are set u p by the big criminals for arrests are 
really not worth bothering abou t. To get the big 
boys involves k nowledge, astu teness, training and 
even then there is no assu rance that a narcotics 
bank er will not be spru ng by a so-called liberal- 
minded ju dge who is only liberal to criminals. 
New York City, with a popu lation of 8,000,000 
and affecting a metropolitan area of perhaps 
20,000,000 is natu rally a center of big crime. The 
other center is Chicago and a third is New' Or­ 
leans. Bu t that does not mean that big criminals 
are situ ated only in the localities where they 
work . Lu ck y Lu ciano continu es to operate the 
narcotic cartel in the United States althou gh he 
lives in Naples. Italy, which is not many hou rs 
away by airplane. 
A police department that faces that kii%d of a 
criminal world cannot depend any longer on good- 
natu red cops on the beat to catch criminals, al­ 
thou gh the cop on the beat is needed for other 
pu rposes. The new style policeman needs to k now 
law' and accou nting and langu ages and in ou r 
polyglot big cities some history and sociology. The 
FBI Academy is the ideal of all police academies. 
The New York Police Academy is associated with 
the Bernard M. Baru ch School of Bu siness and 
Pu blic Administration of the City College of New 
York . The present Police Commissioner of New 
York , a tou gh cop, some think too tou gh, has a 
B.S. and an LL.B.; the Inspector who is the Com­ 
manding Officer of the Police Academy, Robert 
R. J. Gallati, has a B.S., and LL.B and an LL.M. 
He is also a gradu ate of the FBI Academy. I u n- 
derstapd some 1268 members of the New York 
police force are college gradu ates, and when they 
go to the Academy, they get a post-gradu ate 
cou rse in police science. 
In ou r large cities, the k ind of foreign langu age 
most prevalent is constantly changing, bu t the 
older ones do not altogether die ou t. Today 
Spanish-speak ing experts are requ ired who ndt 
only are colloqu ially perfect bu t who have a broad 
k nowledge cf Latin American tongu es and peo­ 
ples. It is not that the Pu erto Ricans are criminals 
bu t they are a new element in the popu lation who 
tend to gather in over-crowded cities and who 
present all the problems which each new wave 
of immigrants hns presented. Thu s, a police of­ 
ficer who is also a sociologist and has done special 
work in minority grou ps is an asset. 
The old-fashioned idea of a cop with a clu b 
who splits a sk u ll to pu t down a street fight is 
of no valu e today.

States should ex ert moral leadership by 
initiating a total ban on further nuclear 
tests. 
But the moral argument is not weighing 
heavily at this moment in history . The big 
debate comes on the scientific and the mili­ 
tary -strategic levels. 
Large numbers of scientsts argue that 
radiation peril from nuclear tests is, or soon 
will be, so great for present and future gen­ 
erations that a total or partial test ban is 
vital. 
Other scientists, no less eminent, mini­ 
mize the danger and say tests can go on for 
a long period. 
Some who see danger ahead ignore mili­ 
tary considerations. Others presume to de­ 
clare we are in a secure position with the 
nuclear stockpile we now have. 
The actual safety of America and its free 
world friends is the controlling factor 
studied at the military level. 
In other words, even if the scientific 
argument were clearly resolved on the side 
that danger was great, the men in charge 
of free world destinies might still declare 
that the risk would have to be taken in 
the interest of survival in competition with 
a hostile communism. 
Such a decision cannot be taken by a 
scientist acting as a scientist, nor by a mor­ 
alist in his capacity as a moral leader. 
It can only be taken by statesmen seek­ 
ing to balance all factors but, by the very 
nature of their high reponsibilities, giving 
priority to considerations affecting the pro­ 
tection of free men from attack. 
Since the scientific question is not re­ 
solved, no such difficult choice must y et be 
made. In the scientific uncertainty which 
ex ists, it should cause little surprise that 
President Eisenhower and other key lead­ 
ers put heavy stress on the free world’s 
need to secure itself. 
Some may accuse them of giving prime 
weight to the scientific arguments which 
minimize the possible peril. But the fact 
is, those arguments ex ist and are not to be 
discredited any more than are opposition 
views. 
Whatever else may be said, 
cannot 
be thought that the men with whom this 
awful choice rests have any wish to harm 
humanity . All the evidence indicates they 
want to preserve it—but most particularly 
that part of it which can and does choose 
to live in freedom.

Washington, Ju ne 12—Some­ 
times the biggest news is in­ 
visible, glossed over, or mini­ 
mized becau se government itseli 
doesn’t speak ou t abou t the dan­ 
gers of what is happening con­ 
temporaneou sly. For something 
very alarming has ju st happened 
that cou ld be one ot the steps 
which wou ld force a world war 
on the American people in the 
next decade. 
The qu estion might well be 
ask ed ou t of bitter experience 
—are the free nations today 
preparing to arm the enemy and 
w'ill they not thereby accelerate 
the time when a third World 
War may sweep the globe? 
The decision on the p art of 
Great Britain to break faith 
with the United States and sev­ 
en other nations by relaxing the 
embargo on

China is a sensational develop­ 
ment: It is u nqu estionably a 
tu rn of affairs which spells a 
weak ening of the position of the 
free governments in the “cold 
war.” 
They Sold to Hitler 
Hitler bou ght his arms from 
British colonies and territories 
and k ept su pplying his mu ni­ 
tions stock pile u p to almost the 
very month when the second 
World W ar brok e ou t in 19 39 . 
The Allies paid for that mis­ 
tak e—in hu man lives lost. 
British 
merchants 
k ept 
on 
trading with the enemy throu gh 
nearly three years of the first 
World W ar at the same time 
that American trade with neu ­ 
tral cou ntries was being inter­ 
fered with by the London gov­ 
ernment. 
This 
prolonged 
the 
conflict and the casu alty lists. 
Had there been an economic 
embargo against the dictator­ 
ships as the Leagu e of Nations 
proposed in lhe 
19 30s there 
wou ld never have been a second 
World War. 
Had the British 
ceased 
their trade with 
the 
enemy earlier than they did in 
the first World War, the con­ 
flict wou ld have been term i­ 
nated sooner. 
History Repeating? 
Now is history to repeat it­ 
self? For the sak e of m aterial 
gains, are the Red Chinese to 
be indu strialized so that they 
can become a menace to Japan, 
to the Philippines, 
to all 
of 
Sou theast Asia as well as to 
Indo-China and perhaps India? 
The British are eager to send 
goods to Red China which they 
declare are not “strategic.” Bu t 
this, nevertheless, will relieve 
the shortages that the Red Chi­ 
nese mu st overcome in order to 
concentrate on articles of a 
strategic natu re. It will also 
ease Ru ssia’s present bu rden in 
su pplying Red China. 
The Red Chinese'do not have 
an abu ndance of foreign ex­ 
change with which to bu y any 
su bstantial amou nts from the 
British bu t they will su bstitu te 
goods of a higher strategic pri­ 
ority for w ar pu rposes which 
they need badly. 
Big Red Victory 
This is the biggest victory 
w'hich the Commu nists have won 
since the “cold war” began. It 


has spread nervou sness throu gh­ 
ou t the Far East and it cou ld 
easily lead to su ch a cru mbling of 
the situ ation as to add materially 
to the cost the American tax­ 
payers eventu ally will have to 
bear to defend the American line 
from Japan to the Philippines. 
The story of what happened 
at the international conference 
which considered the revision of 
the trade embargoes has not been 
fu lly told. Eight ou t of the fifteen 
nations agreed with the Ameri­ 
can position of restriction. Only 
five sided with the British and 
neither Japan nor Canada voted. 
This means that in the face of 
the majority of the free nations 
involved, Great Britain decided 
to “go it alone” and open u p 
trade with Red China. 
This victory for the Commu ­ 
nists, moreover, comes at the 
very time when the United States 
and its allies in Asia have gotten 
the u pper hand. It comes when 
Indonesia and India are more 
worried abou t Soviet intentions 
than they ever have been. It 
comes when Western influ ence in 
Bu rma and Cambodia has been 
rising. It comes when a strong 
defense is being bu ilt u p by the 
free people in Indo-China. It 
comes at a time when the Chi­ 
nese Commu nists have not shown 
the slightest sign of becoming 
peacefu l, bu t, on the contrary, 
have manifested a greater de­ 
gree of belligerency than before. 
They have violated the armistice 
in Korea and have bu ilt u p air 
fields for jets. They have con­ 
stru cted 
new 
military 
su pply 
lines to mou nt a threat against 
Formosa. They hold by force of 
arms two provinces of Laos and 
Cambodia. 
“Practical” M atter 
Now the Asian nations see 
Great Britain Weak ening on the 
embargo and observe also lots 
of people in America talk ing 
naively abou t going along with 
that decision as a “practical” 
matter. It is all so reminiscent 
of Mu nich and the pre-war days 
when many people thou ght you 
cou ld “do bu siness with Hitler.” 
President Eisenhower has not 
spok en ou t clearly as yet abou t 
the situ ation. In fact his off­ 
hand comments at 
the press 
conference last week gave the 
impression that it is u p to Con­ 
gress and that there is a law 
which prevents ou r trading with 
the Red Chinese. Actu ally, the 
embargo can be dissolved over­ 
night by a Presidential revision 
of the execu tive order now in 
effect. The President dou btless 
has been briefed by now' on the 
implications of any weak ening 
by America and on the danger­ 
ou s consequ ences in Sou theast 
Asia as well as the Far East. It 
may be assu med that an official 
statem ent reiterating the posi­ 
tion of the United States and 
expressing regret at Britain’s 
decision to “go it alone” in world 
affairs wrill soon be forthcoming. 
It is by mistak es arising ou t 
of a selfish materialism that the 
peacefu l nations of the world 
find 
themselves 
dragged 
into 
war. To arm the Red Chinese 
now' by letting "hern indu stri­ 
alize rapidly is to bring nearer 
the day of a third world war.

It is essential in the ‘diet of all 
age grou ps. 
Research has shown that fat in small amou nts 
is also an essential of ou r diet and food habits 
su rveys have shown that Canadians, as a whole, 
eat adequ ate amou nts of meat and bu tter (or a 
su bstitu te» so that their intak e of fat is su fficient 
to maintain a balance of that nu trient. 
For this 
reason, the average person does not requ ire the 
added fat in his diet that he wou ld obtain from 
drink ing whole milk as compared to sk im milk . 
Economy is an important factor in favor of 
the u se of powdered milk produ cts. If pu rchased 
by the pou nd, the cost is approximately 8 cents 
per qu art; if pu rchased by a fifty-pou nd dru m, 
the cost is abou t 4 cents a qu art. This is a reason 
w'hy those in the health edu cation field shou ld 
encou rage its u se. 
Another important point is 
that none of the nu tritive valu e of sk im milk is 
destroyed by the dehydration (drying ou t) process 
w'hich it u ndergoes.

the sheer confu sion that cou ld 
resu lt, the Su preme Cou rt’s de­ 
cision — freeing two American 
women who k illed their soldier 
hu sbands overseas—may become 
a legal classic. 
The twro women—Mrs. Dorothy 
Kru eger Smith, who k nifed her 
hu sband in Japan, 
and Mrs. 
Clarice B. Covert, who axed her 
hu sband in England—were tried 
by 
American military cou rts- 
martial and convicted. 
The cou rt yesterday said it is 
u nconstitu tional for the depen­ 
dents of servicemen overseas to 
be tried by cou rts-martial for a 
capital 
offense, 
lik e 
mu rder. 
Why? 
The cou rt ru led, in a majority 
opinion written by Ju stice Black : 
Under 
the 
Constitu tion 
an 
American civilian is gu aranteed 
the right to trial by ju ry. There­ 
fore it is u nconstitu tional to try 
a civilian—at least for mu rder— 
by a military cou rt. 
Two of the six ju stices voting 
with 
the majority specifically 
limited their concu rrence to capi­ 
tal cases, so whether a civilian 
cou ld be cou rt-martialed for an 
offense less than mu rder may re­ 
qu ire another ru ling some day. 
Clark’s Q uestions 
Bu t Ju stice Clark , dissenting 
from the majority opinion, raised 
these qu estions which, for brev­ 
ity, are paraphrased here: 
“If a serviceman’s wife k ills 
her hu sband overseas bu t can’t 
be tried by cou rt-martial—be­ 
cau se the cou rt ru les she’s en­ 
titled to ju ry trial—who will try 
her? 
A cou rt in the cou ntry 
where the crime happened? 
If it happened in Japan, she 
cou ldn’t get a ju ry trial becau se 
Japan has no ju ry system. Trial 
there is by ju dges. 
Shou ld she 
be brou ght back here for trial? 
Congress wou ld have to pass a 
law to provide for that. 
Bu t Clark doesn’t think that 
wou ld work . 
If—say it hap­ 
pened in Jap an—there were Jap ­ 
anese 
witnesses, 
this 
cou ntry 
cou ldn’t force them to come to 
the United States to testify. It 
has no power to. 
They’re Jap ­ 
anese citizens. 
And Clark noted that the Con­ 
stitu tion, in gu aranteeing ju ry 
trials doesn’t distingu ish between 
mu rder and lesser crimes. 
It’s possible this decision will 
affect 
all 
the 
statu s-of-forces 
agreements this cou ntry has with 
other cou ntries. The back grou nd 
on that will provide the back ­ 


grou nd for the majority decision. 
If you . as a civilian u ncon­ 
nected with the armed forces, 
went to a foreign cou ntry and 
committed a crime, there is no 
dou bt of what w'ou ld happen. 
That cou ntry cou ld try you , no 
m atter what k ind of cou rt sys­ 
tem it had. 
Bu t the Constitu tion, which 
gu arantees citizens the right to 
trial by ju ry, also gave Congress 
the pow'er to mak e “ru les for 
the government and regu lation 
of the land and naval forces.” 
Uniform Code 
So the u niform code of military 
ju stice, u nder which the armed 
forces operate, comes u nder the 
au thority of Congress. That code 
provides that civilians connected 
with the armed forces overseas 
can be tried by military cou rts. 
Bu t this cou ntry has troops in 
many foreign cou ntries. Many of 
them claim the right to try any­ 
one who break s their law’s. So 
some 
agreement 
had 
to 
be 
work ed ou t with them in the 
case 
of 
Americans 
connected 
with the armed forces. 
The 
statu s-of-forces 
agree­ 
ments now in effect in a nu mber 
of 
cou ntries where 
American 
troops are stationed, inclu ding 
Japan, says, tak ing Japan for 
an example: 
If an American soldier com­ 
mits a crime u nder Japanese law', 
bu t does it while performing his 
official du ty, he can be tried by 
American cou rt-martial. If the 
crime is committed off du ty, the 
Japanese can try him. 
If an attached American civi­ 
lian 
commits 
a 
crime 
u nder 
Japanese law', the Japanese can 
try him or her except when the 
offense 
is * committed 
against 
American property or against a 
member of the American armed 
forces or a serviceman’s depend­ 
ent or a civilian connected with 
the armed forces. 
The Su preme Cou rt—at least 
in the case of mu rder—said this 
agreement or treaty can’t tak e 
away a civilian’s right to trial 
by ju ry. Bu t if the armed forces 
no longer can try a civilian for 
mu rder committed in a foreign 
cou ntry, 
say Japan, 
will the 
Japanese now demand the right 
to try him?

Apply for Security 
Help by June 30 


Disabled veterans have until 
June 3 0 to apply for social secur­ 
ity 
disability 
protection. 
The 
New York State Division of Vet­ 
erans Affairs, and Howard Shur- 
ter, director of the Ulster Coun­ 
ty 
Veterans 
Service 
Agency, 
warned that unless this deadline 
is met disabled veterans may 
find that they have lost their 
rights to social security disabil­ 
ity payments at age 50 and 
rights to old-age and survivors 
insurance payments for them­ 
selves and their families in the 
future. 
Director 
Shurter 
explained 
that when a veteran becomes 
disabled 
and unable to work 
there is a gap in his social se­ 
curity record that will cause his 
future social security benefits to 
be reduced or completely lost. 
He must apply to have his rec­ 
ord “ frozen” so that the gap in 
his record w ill not count against 
him in figuring his social secur­ 
ity benefits. 
If certain eligibility require­ 
ments are met satisfactorily the 
disabled veteran can, by apply­ 
ing for the freeze protection be­ 
fore June 3 0 , have his record 
frozen as of the time of his dis­ 
ability.

Commissioner Jam es E. Allen 
jr., noted the ‘ controversy and 
bitterness'’ stirred up by the 
proposal and said “the education 
of children is not served by acts 
which create divisive ness, ill- 
feeling and unwholesome con­ 
troversy. 
Must Not Stir Bitterness 
“If the e nd result of the dis­ 
play . . . is to stir up bitterness 
and dissension,” 
Allen 
added, 
“then it is better th at they not 
be displayed.” 
Allen acted on an appeal by 
Em anuel M. Belman to prevent 
the New Hyde P ark School Dis­ 
trict 
in Nassau coufity from 
posting plaques in each class 
room bearing the so-called “in­ 
terdenom inational" 
version 
of 
the Commandments. 
The 
district 
comprises 
the 
towns of Hempstead and North 
Hempstead. Its official name is 
Union 
Free 
D istrict 
Num ber 
Five. 
Belman asserted th at posting 
of the Commandments endan­ 
gered the public school system 
by threatening to destroy the 
principle of separation of church 
and state. He was supported by | 
the American Jewish Congress 
and the New* York Board of

Rabbis. 
The district’s board of educa­ 
tion said it had recast in the 
tablets the Jewish, Catholic and 
all the P rotestant versions of 
the com mandments as they ap­ 
pear in each Bible. 
No I n t e r p r e t a t i on 
The board insisted th at no re­ 
ligious instruction was Involved 
and that its teachers had strict 
instructions not to"attem pt to 
interpret any of the Command­ 
ments.
